prevented the tragedy and that 
Sheriff James White was sum- 
moned by the custodian. The ac- 
cident occurred at approximately 
7.30 a.m. The Sheriff vvas not on 
the scene until 1:30 p.m. and was 
not summoned by the custodian. 
He came in the park on a false 
rumor that 12 boys were strand- 
ed on an island. The eldest of 
the three brothers left the car 
and was carried down stream 
several hundred f e e t 
before 


reaching the shore, at which 
time the custodian arrived at the 
scene. Rescue started immediate- 
ly by Custodian Lyle Marks, Vir- 
gil Allen and Alex Zick, park 
employees. 
It was impossible to throw ropes. 


A man was tied on end of 100-foot 
rope and after five attempts suc- 
ceeded in reaching the car. A boy 
vvas then tied two feet from man 
at end of rope and was pulled to 
shore—rolling and fighting in the 
turbulent \vaters. The second boy 
was rescued in same manner.

Several hour's later the oar slid 


off the ford and was almost sub- 
merged, only the top showing. 
At 4 p.m. the car was complete- 
ly submerged and started roll- 
Ing:. At 5:30 a.m. on Monday the 
rar was located one-fourth mile 
down stream 
by Mr. Marks. 


HOWPVPF, at 8:30 Mr. White su- 
pervised the removal of car. 


Another item: Immediately after 


the rescue, the boys were taken to 
the custodian's office where they 
were provided with dry clothing 
and food by the custodian and his 
wife. At approximately 3 p.m. they 
rode to Oregon with Mr. White to 
await the arrival of their parents.

A ch.me tower. 2S feet high, 


built of white Indiana limestone 
was recently completed in Chapel 
Hill cemetery, 1121 N. Galena Ave.. 
according to Frank L. Randall, 
owner of Chapel Hill. 


The tower, constructed of hand- 


cut limestone, was built at a tost 
of moie than $9.000. according to 
Randall, and there are only three 
others like it in the Midwest. Those 
are located in Davenport, la.. Ev- 
ansville. Ind.. and Madison, Wis. 


A two-foot limestone wall, built 


in a square around the tower's 
base, has 30-inch altars on the east 
and west. On top of the altars are 
bronze Bibles containing scriptures 
from St. John and St. Mark. 


Narrow stone crosses appear on 


each side of the tower, about 20 
feet from the ground. The tower 
is topped with a solid limestone 
cap. 


Randall said the tower has been 


used about three times since it was 
finished in September. "The pur- 
pose of having such a chime tower 
is to b'anket the cemeterv with 
church music during services and 
every Sunday from 2 to 4 p.m. dur- 
ing good weather." Randall added. 
He went on to say that the music 
can originate from recordings, an 
organ, or from the chimes them- 
selves. 


The tower is located in the center 


of the Garden of Hymns plot in 
the cemetery and will have flower 
beds planted at its base next year. 


"The long range plans call for 


flood-lighting the tower at night." 
he added, "but this probably won't 
be started until spring."

The consideration* that led to the selection of Earl War- 


ren as chief justice of the United State overrode the fact 
that he lacked experience as a practicing: judge. 


His balanced temperament, his brf&dth of vision, his 


vast general experience with the sort of problems the high 
court deals with, all recommended him particularly for chief 
justice. 
But the untimely death of Justice Robert H. Jackson cre- 


ates a totally different puzzle for President Eisenhower. 


Special considerations may rightfully apply in choosing 


a chief justice. But in the rest of the court, judicial expe- 
rience has been too long ignored. The president would do 
well to restore that factor to its proper place in the selection 
process.

There is no rule which requires that the supreme court 


be populated almost wholly with men of long practice on the 
bench. But it does seem reasonable to suggest that at least 
a few of the justices should be veteran jurists. One can 
hardly quarrel with the idea that a body of judges should 
contain some judges. 


In the past 20 or more years, the presidential habit has 


developed of employing the court as a kind of happy hunt- 
ing ground for deserving politicians and appointive officers 
eager for the permanence of tenure that goes with the job.

That the U. S. attorney generalship should come to be 


regarded in many eyes as a kind of automatic stepping-stone 
to the supreme court indicates how far this trend has gone. 


Clearly we should have no automatic steppingstones, 


nor should the court be treated as an election-proof paradise 
for party faithful. This doesn't mean no attorney general 
should ever again get the job. and it doesn't mean political 
and administrative ranks should be bypassed. 


But it does mean that real judicial training is long over- 


due for recognition. 


Mr. Eisenhower is said to be considering four eminent 


jurists among half a dozen prospects for the Jackson va- 
cancy. He can do no better for the court and the nation at 
this time than to name one of those four—or a man of equal 
qualification.

To Florence Nightingale 


Without the aid of nurses, physi- 


cians would certanily be up against 
it. More important, the millions of 
people \\ho enter hospitals each 
year would be in a sad plight: a 
hospital without nurses is incon- 
ceivable. 


Tliis year the U. S. Senate ap- 


ptoved and sent to the White House 
a special resolution designating 
Oct. 
11 to 16 as "National Nurse 


Week." The purpose of this action 
was to focus public attention on the 
contributions of nursing, stimulate 
the entry of qualified girls into that 
noble profession, and emphasize 
the importance of nurses in mod- 
ern medical science. 


It is a pleasure to take special 


note of this occasion and to add 
a woid of tribute to the hundreds 
of thousands of devoted girls and 
women who have given so gener- 
ously of their efforts to aid the 
healing of the sick. 


ONE ASPECT in particular of 


nursing is well worth recalling. 
Modem nursing owes Its origin to 
the great Florence Nightingale. 
Before her reforms began to take 
effect hospitals were almost all 
filthy buildings. Patients with se- 
HOUS infections lay side by side 
with those who had no germ infec- 
tions at all. The results of this

knowledge of prevention of disease 
can only be imagined. People who 
went to the hospitals died like flies.

FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE'S 


first big opportunity came when 
the Crimean War broke out in 
1854. She offered her services as a 
nurse. She found on her arrival at 
the scene of hostilities that in the 
barrack hospital alone there were 
four miles of wounded soldiers ly- 
nig less than 18 inches apart. 


This was years before the part 


played by germs in diseases was 
known or the principles of antisep- 
tic surgery discovered, but Flo- 
rence Nightingale realized never- 
theless that efficient nursing de- 
mands cleanliness. Sh« found that 
the hopsital had no basin, towel, 
soap or broom in the whole place. 
She set to work with pail and scrub 
brush 
and 
cleanliness 
followed 


shortly. 


MISS NIGHTINGALE was an 


invalid most of her 
life which 


made her accomplishments all the 
more remarkable. Since Florence 
Nightingale's time, the nursing 
profession has gone through many 
tnals and tribulations. In some re- 
spects and at some periods, nurses 
have truly been the forgotten serv- 
ants of medicine. They have been 
underpaid and overworked. Now 
their economic situation is grad- 
ually improving. But today as al- 
ways, the ideals of the nursing 
profession remain service to suf- 
fering humanity rather than finan- 
cial or economic gain. 


An excellent little pamphlet for 


girls considering the nursing pro- 
fession has been written by Eliza- 
beth Ogg and is called "Preparing 
Tomorrow's Nurses." This is avail- 
able through the nonprofit Public 
Affairs Committee, 22 East 38th 
Street. New York 16, N. Y.. at a 
cost of 25 cents.

Health service was inaugurated 


In Lee County at Jhe beginning of 
World War II on account of the 
Defense Plant. Dr. Barbacoff, a 
member of the State Health Depart- 
ment, came before the County 
Board of Supervisors and sold the 
idea on the strength of this area 
being flooded with venereal diseases 
and that the Health 
Department 


was the only salvation as a safe- 
guard to protect the youth of this 
community. On March 5, 1942, the 
County Boaid passed a resolution 
and it was adopted to accept the 
Lee County Health unit for the dur- 
ation of the war and six months 
thereafter. At that time a commit- 
tee of five members from the Lee 
County Board of Supervisors were 
appointed to supervise the Health 
Department and find suitable of- 
fice space for the same All of this 
was done under the supervision of 
Dr. Barbacoff, the State Health Of- 
ficer, who was m charge at that 
time. All the County furnished at 
that time was office space and one 
county nurse Office space was fur- 
nished at the Lee County Nursing 
Home This was in 1942. This same 
arrangement 
worked very 
well 


until 1946 when a few people got 
the ideat that Lee County should 
have a permanent health depart- 
ment( rnostlv the employees) and 
put the proposition up to the Coun- 
ty Board to place it on the ballot 
at November election which they 
did and it earned But neither the 
Lee County Board of Supervisors 


and management would be taken 
away from the County Board The 
very next meeting after the election 
the State Health Department came 
before the County Board and m- 
foimed them that theie should be 
a committee of non-partisan citi- 
zens composed of two doctors, one 
dentist and four other representa- 
tive 
citizens appointed by the 


Chairman of the Board of Supei- 
visors to handle the affairs of the 
Lee County Health 
Department.

part of the cost of operating the 
County Health Department' Yes 
So fai they have paid about one- 
sixth (1/6) of the cost. 


The purpose of this report is to 


give the voters the true picture of 
the Health Department. The Com- 
mittee in preparing this report, 
has tried to give you the informa- 
tion as the facts and figuies piove 
it to be. The facts and feelings out- 
lined in this report represent about 
75 per cent of the County Board 
according to personal contact with 
each member at a \ery recent 
date A majority of the County 
Board members ha\e conducted 
the affairs of Lee County for many 
years with you, the people, trusting 
m their judgment, and they now 
believe this should be considered 
by the voters in prefeience to a 
few people from organizations who 
are talking and spreading propa- 
ganda that they get wholly from 
an organization which is fighting 
for its existence.

sidered a nuisance by oil field op- 
erators. Geologists claimed it pol- 
luted the soil. So it was burned off 
in great flares that lighted the 
landscape for miles around.

Few industries anywhere have 


experienced a rate of progress 
equal to that of the U. S. gas in- 
dustry. Ten years ago the nation's 
natural gas pipeline system totalled 
less than 290.000 miles; gas sales 
by local utilities amounted to less 
than $900,000.000 and total gas ap- 
pliance and equipment sales ran to 
little more than $500 000.000. 


But recent engineering achieve- 


ments in production, transmission 
and distribution of the fuel have 
spread the pipeline network over 
387,000 miles, boosted sales by util- 
ities to more than $2,000,000 and 
doubled the sales of appliances and 
equipment to more than a billion 
dollars annually. 


Natuial gas as a fuel is by no 


means new. But for centuries its 
widespread use was hampered by 
lack of adequate means of trans 
mission. Thirty centuries ago the 
Chinese drilled gas wells 3.000 feet 
deep, using bamboo as drill pipe 
and hand-forged native iron for 
drill heads. The gas was drawn 
from the ground through the bam- 
boo and used to evaporate brine to 
produce salt. 


Oddly enough e\ en American in 


genuity could not conceive more 
use for the fuel when the first nat 
ural gas well was brought in at 
Fredoma. N. Y.. m 1821. The New 
Yorkers also refined salt with it. 


During the remainder of the 19th 


century, huge underground pools of 
natural gas were discovered in 
Pennsylvania. Ohio. Virginia, Cali 
forma. Indiana and other states 
but little of the fuel was used for 
other than local industry, simply 
because means of transporting if 
were not available.

ne in Pennsjlvama and another 
lom northern Indiana to Chicago 
— and they were the forerunners of 
oday's extensive nationwide sys- 
em. 


Meanwhile it soon became appar- 


ent to Oil men that the "flaring" 
of natuial gas v>as sheer waste of 
a vital natural resource. Aroused 
state authorities demanded and got 
egislation prohibiting the burning 
of the fuel from oil wells. 


The transmission problem wasn't 


icked until after World War I, 
ivhen big compressors were devel- 


Qped 
— 
compressors 
powerful 


inough to push the gas through 
pipes under uniform pressure. This 
coincided with the development of 
the acetylene oxygen pipe-welding 
method which made natural gas 
lines of 300 miles or more possible. 


Of course 300 miles of pipe is 


puny today. Placed end-to-end, the 
nation's natural gas pipelines would 
circle the globe ten and a half 
times! 


It is typical of Americans that 


the*«can take a waste product and 
convert it to their needs for better 
living. Just as dozens of other 
"worthless ' by-products once were 
discarded as useless, gas has now 
become indispensable to the na- 
tion's economy and industrial life. 


Gas dominates the fuel field in 


terms of residential usage. More 
than 31,000.000 American, homes 
cook with gas and well over 10,000.- 
000 families use gas to heat their 
homes. Water heating, refrigera- 
tion, air conditioning, clothes dry- 
ing and garbage 
disposal 
art 


among the other jobs capably per- 
formed for homemakers by thii 
wonder fuel. 


In the uake of this a whole new 


industry has grown up — the petro- 
chemistry industry, which converts 
natural gas into completely new 
raw materials. 


So the gas that is used for cook- 


ing also helps make the new won- 
der synthetics such as orlon, dac- 
ron and acnlan. It also supplies 
raw material for the manufacture 
of plastics, food colorings, fabnc 
dyes, synthetic rubber, perfumes, 
medicines, automobiles, explosives, 
soil fertilizers and scores of other 
products.

Here Are a Few Memories 
That Might Change Your Mind 


Many of the gas appliances home- 


makers take for granted today 
cither were beyond reach of the 
average family or unheard-of as 
late as the 1920's. Just m case 
you've forgotten or are too young 
to remember, here are. some re- 
minders of the equipment women 
worked with in those "good old 
days." 


It was the era of "upright" gas- 


ranges-on-stilts, a far cry from the 
modern 
automatic 
streamlined 


ranges with oven-heat controls, tim- 
ers, griddle tops and single-point 
ignition for both oven and top bum- 
el s It was the age when people 
kept an ice chest in the pantiv the 
water heatei had to be lighted 
with a. match whenever hot water 
was needed, and heavy duty wash- 
boards, wash boilers and wringers 
were standard equipment in the 
laundry 


The noiseless, roomy gas refrig- 


erator that makes ice-circles with- 
out balky trays, the automatic gas 
water heater providing round-the- 
clock hot water at pre-set tempera- 
tures for dishwashing, laundering. 
bathing and housecleanmg. the gas 
clothes dryer that damp-dnes or 
fluff dries all kinds of laundry in 
minutes instead of hours and elim- 
inates the arduous wash-line rou- 
tine; and the gas-fired incinerator 
that cuts out garbage and trash 
disposal problems in the home — 
all of these latter-day 
develop- 


ments hadn t even occurred to the 
industry, let alone the homemaker. 


Kitchens Change 


Probably the biggest single im- 


provement since the 1920's has 
been the business of getting away 
from the hit-or-miss arrangement 
of kitchen equipment and of coordi- 
nating appliances and work areas. 


Having the gas range next to &

The principal difference between 


laundering; in bygone days and in 
modern times has come about in 
the vast improvement of hot-walei- 
making equipment. The top-of-the- 
stove boiler for laundry has be- 
come a rehc while high-speed au- 
tomatic gas water heaters have 
become the rule in the majoiity of 
Ameiican homes. 


Last year alone neaily 2000000 


of the new type heateis weie pio- 
duced and the outlook is th<U IHIO 
lie demand will be at least as firm 
m 1954. Most of the heaters are of 
a type that produces water at a 
temperature which can be pre-set 
on a dial control for hand or me- 
chanical laundering, dishwashing 
or personal and household hvgiene. 


Specifically, the advantage seen 


in gas water heating is speed— in 
other words, the rapid rate of heat 
recovery in water heated by gas 
as compared with other fuels. 


The growing popularity of auto- 


matic washing machines has un- 
derscored the value of this "recov- 
ery speed" 
because 
automatic 


vashers demand more hot water 
and get it from the gas heater 
without diminishing th» supply for 
other household purposes,

Confirm Hes 
A War Hero 


KANSAS CITY (fl—Rep. Doug- 


las Stringfellow today turned to 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
seeking confirmation of his state- 
ment that he parachuted behind 
enemy lines on a secret World 
War il mission. 


The 32-year-old Utah Republican 


said he would have to depend on 
the CIA«to release its files on him, 
after the Army Times in Washing- 
ton questioned whether he really 
was a war hero. He called a copy- 
righted article in the Times an 
"unfounded politically inspired at- 
tack. The congressman said that 
if the CIA declines to release its 
records, he would be in "a hell of 
a lot of trouble." 


Stringfellow related here last 


night that he volunteered for Army 
service Nov. 8. 1942, was called 
to active duty on April 8. 1943, 
and that in June 1943, while be- 
ing* given special training at Ohio 
State University, he was inter- 
viewed by a man from the Office 
of Strategic Services. He said he 
volunteered for the type of service 
the interviewer had discussed with 


m. 
"I think it was Sept. 25, 1944, 


that I was taken out of my com- 
pany at Ft. Campbell, Ky. and 
told I was going to be a mem- 
ber of an advance guard," String- 
fellow said. 


He said he and 30 other men 


were flown across the Atlantic to 
North Africa and on to Italy. 
Eventually, he said, they parachut- 
ed behind enemy lines in Germany 
to capture a certain German. 


He said he once was told the 


German was Dr. Otto Hahn, a sci- 


entist, but he now Is uncertain of 
whether it was Hahn. 


The Germans captured him and 


'our o*her parachutists, he saicl. 
but all escaped eight days later 
with the aid of the German under- 
ground. He said he was flown back 
to the United States to rejoin his 
old outfit less than three weeks 
after he started the mission. 


The congressman, a first-termer

Some of the freight cars came to 
rest within a few feet of store 
buildings. 


"It appears that two or three 


persons got out of it miraculously." 
Newby said. He referred to people 
reported close to the scene when 
the derailment occurred. The cause 
of the accident was not determined 
immediately.
